The Minister pointed out that between 1935 and 1937 
Canada’s export of animal products rose from $97,000,000 
to $144,000,000 This important item in our trade expan- 
sion figures could hardly be attributed to the demand for 
armaments and munitions, the Minister said. Likewise, 
he pointed out that the increase in exports of wood and 
paper products from $176,000,000 to $263,000,000 did not 
enter into the munitions question; although it had a large 
effect upon Canada’s export trade statistics. “It might be 
said ordinarily that iron and steel products would be used 
for this purpose”, the Minister said. “Butas a matter of 

fact, our exports of iron and steel products consisted 
largely of farm implements, machinery and automobiles.” 

The Minister pointed out that 63% of the exchange 
which is allotted by the German Government under the 
recent Treaty for the purchase of Canadian goods must be 
in the form of wheat, asbestos, apples, seed, lumber, fish, 
wood pulp and other minor articles.

SEED SELECTION 
AND PROTECTION 


The thrill of spring is in the 
air and the farmers who plan to 
grow crops which bring both 
profit and enjoyment are now 
giving heed to the quality of 
the seed, 

One of the important factors 
is the choice of variety suitable 
from the standpoint of climate, 
soil and markets, There are 
usually many varieties bearing 
local names such as mortgage 
lifter and the granary filler; yet 
if one desires guarantee of 
genuineness, the choice must be 
limited to approved strains uf 
of registered varieties, 


a 


Registration of varieties. says 
G. R. Snyder, has as its basis 
the improvement of the quality 
of Canadian erops through the 
use of superior seed. Register- 
ed seed is really true to the var- 
iety named and well suited to 
defined crop district or 
districts. Purity is maintained 
by the frequent introduction of 
elite stock, ‘his seed, produc- 
ed at experimental furms under 
expert supervision, is 100 per- 
cent true to type, 


some 


For the pur- 
pose of increasing supplies, elite 
stock is distributed to careful 
seed growers who have the 
necessary facilities for conduct- 
ing this exacting work, 

The first crop produced b y 
the farmer from the elite seed 
is known as “first generation’ 
registered seed; it in turn prod 
uces “second generation”, etc, 
Naturally, the supply of first 
generation seed is very limited, 
and the chief commercial source 
of seed really true to type 
starts with the second genera 
tion crop. Experimental stat- 
ion officials or agricuitural re 
presentatives can hel p the 
grower in tue choice of variet 
ies, 

The necessity for a liberal use 
of the fanning mill has long 
been recoguized by most farm- 
ers, though many still neglect 
the equally important chore of 
treating the seed for control of 
those seed-borne diseases which 
detinitely impair the quality of 
the crop. Covered smuts of 
barley and wheat. the smuts of 
and numerous root rots 
can now be controlled inexpen- 
sively by the use of an ethyl 
mercury phosphate dust, and 
the treating can be carried out 
before the rush of spring work 
begins, 

While laying the foundation 
for better crops consideration 
might well be given to reducing 
some of the risks that beset a 
growing crop. First, there is 
the danger of the crop lodging; 
this may be due to a number of
